{age be prepared, and ſent with all ſpeed into Scotland, 
£6 give them timely notice chereof, that they may humble 
thoamſelves with you, and that whereas wee bave continize 
ed a Monthly | alt tor the diſtrefled ProreſFants in Ire /4ug, 
and wee our ſelves having revoked the Proteſt uns Religucm, 
and inſtituted the Presbyrerian, ( and now finding our 
owne diſtreiles to be above or equall with theirs } we con- 
clade that ones Prayers have not beene availeable for thes:, 
and may now change the day, and faſt and pray as len; 0: 
kongerfor our iclyes. &nd ikewite, that they may be plz4- 
ſedto put x iothe Yote, whether my corps may not be ic- 
terred neare bis Excellency their late Lord General!, and 
Mr, John Py9,-and fo hereafter all Parliament men diſcc2» 
fing, that wee our {elves may as well now, as hercafte:

I give and bequeath all iy plunderc.i Beoks, and 
Librarics lately tane from the Biſhops to tx Calany, Mr 
Sedzwick,, and Mr.Caſe.it being likely the Caſe may juddens 
ly be altered, and my fonne Calamy feele Calamity, for] 
feare deſtruction is gh, and my fon Sedgwick «will thortly 
bleat ( like oe of /crsboams Calves ) to his Country-men in 
Eſjex, in one only (ingle poore Benefkice. 

Seventhly, I give and bequeath all my Charity to the Al- 
dermes of the City,and by them to be diſpoſed of to the Par- 
liament,, as they ſhall bave need thereof. 

Pightly, All my wiſdome and learning to the Come 
2m0n Conncel, that they may preſerve the City as 1 and my 
Children tave preſerved the C/zrch, and brought it tothe 
great light and glory that now you lee it is. 

Ninthly I give and bequeath to all broaken 4/dermey, de- 
fun& Commuttees, and accuſed Members of the Houle of 
Commons, my new Creed ; and by them to ve diſpoſed of

Scots, provided that they (ſhall makeuſe of them in their 
owne Countrey, and not elſe where. 


Twcifraly I give and bequeath unto Dr. *Cyballs 10.1. of * A notoricus 
Izwfu'l money of England. in confideration of my Funerall ##®©-coor, 


Sermon,befid.. s two Canonicall Coats, which he may+tarne, 
as a= {ces ftring ; aud I defire him to make his prayer fhor- 
tet taco ths ordinary ute hath been, for Iiny felfe muſt con» 
fejie the paſphemies treat. ns,hereſies, incongruities,tauto» 
logies, avſurdities of my children in cheir meaſure of Pray« 
er, f79M tuameto time{ vbſerved by the people ) bath beene a 
great cauſe of my untimcly ditcate ; Ana allo I defire that 
his Sermon may &< ,rinted,and puziiſhed,and that Wal-ey*d 
BZartler at 4uft.ns-gate , and Bellamy at the Old Exchange 
have the Pruiting thereof ; and that an Ordinance may bee 
deli; ed, tnatnoie dare to reprint the ſame. 

Laitly,! do intruſt all that out of a conſcientious duty to me

Wil and Teſtament perfcrmed, without any fraud according 
tothe true ſenſe and meaning thereof, and the ſeverall lega- 
cies to be paid to the perſons aforeſaid within five moneths 
after my death. And this my Will to remaine in full force, 
revoking all tormer Wills, Bonds, Bills, Gifts, whatſoever.
